CONSTITUTION 


or 


THE   CALEDONIAN   SOCIETY 
OF  TORONTO 


1.  Thf  Sotjety  shall  be  called   "The  Cale- 
donian Society  of  Toronto.*' 

OBJECTS. 

1.  Till'  (•h.jefts  «»1"  tlio  SiM'ioty  shall  bo  tho 
eiKouraKP'iit'nt  of  tho  National  (Jatiies  of 
Sootliiiiil;  tlic  wearing  of  the  Ilighlancl  (Jos 
tunie  fit  the  (Jatherines,  Processions  and  Fes- 
tivals of  the  Society;  the  cultivation  of  a 
taste  ami  love  for  Scottish  Music,  History, 
Literature  and  Poetry,  and  the  uniting  more 
closely  together  of  Scotstnen  and  those  of 
Scottish  descent. 

mESAjBESiS, 

3,  The  Society  shall  consist  of  native  born 
Scots,  or  those  of  Scottish  descent,  who  ■ 
Scotland  and  acknowledge  it  to  be  the  i»  1 
of  theii  forefathers.  The  membership;  shall 
be  divided  into  four  classes,  viz.:  Ordinary, 
Associate,  Life  and  Honorary.  The  age  limit 
shall  be  fifteen  years jor  over./^ 

u&DIKABY  MEMEEBS. 

4.  Ordinary  members  shall  be  those  who  are 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Society 
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ASSOCIATE    MEMBEBS 

.').  Associate  members  shall  be  native  born 
S«-ots\vomen  or  women  of  Scottish  descent,  or 
the  wives  of  Ordinary  members. 

LIFE    MEMBEBS. 

<i  (Ordinary  Life  and  Associate  Life  meui- 
lieis  shall  he  those  who  are  elected  as  su<'h 
at  a  regular  iiieetinji  of  the  Society. 

Ordinary  Life  members  shall  pay  a  mem- 
bership fee  of  $10,00,  and  Associate  L=fe 
itu'tiil.ors  shall  i»ay  a  membership  fee  of  $).O0. 

HONOBABY    MEMBEBS. 

7.  Any  distinguished  Scotsman  or  any 
Miomber  of  the  Society  who  has  rendered  very 
sjiecial  service  to  the  Societ}'  may  be  elected 
an  Honorary  member,  i)rovided  the  applica- 
tion for  such  is  passed  npon  favorably  by  the 
<{f'neral  Committee,  and  receives  a  majority 
vote  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular 
meeting'. 

FBOPOSITIONS    FOB    MEMBEBSHIP. 

S.  F^very  person  desirous  of  becoming  an 
Ordinary,  Associate  or  Life  member  of  the 
Society  shall  be  proj)osed  in  writing  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society.  The  pro- 
;)Osal  shall  give  the  name,  residence  and  occu- 
pation of  the  person  proposed,  and  such  pro- 
posal shall  be  referred  to  the  General  Com- 
mittee for  investigation  and  approval.  Upon 
the  Cieneral  ('ommittee  approving  of  such 
Hi»plication.  the  person  so  proposed  shall  be 
elected  at  the  next  regular  meeting  upon 
receiving  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast. 


9.  Propositions  for  membership  shall  be 
acconijiaii  el  hy  tlio  annual  fee,  which  shall 
be  return ed  if  the  candidate  is  not  accepted. 

ANNUAL   FEES. 

10.  The  innual  fee  for  Ordinary  members 
shall  l»e  +1  <)'•.  and  for  Associate  members 
fifty  cents,  which  shall  be  payable  in  ad- 
vance on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January 
in  each  year. 

OFFICEBS. 

n.  The  oflicers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a 
President,  a  Kirst  and  Second  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  who  with  all 
Past  Presidents  in  good  standing,  and  twelve 
other  elected  jneinbers  shall  constitute  a 
General  ('oinn)ittee.  There  shall  also  be  one 
or  more  i'ipers,  one  Standard-Bearer  and  two 
Auditors. 

12.  The  ollicers  of  the  Society  shall  be  nom- 
inated at  the  December  meeting,  and  elected 
by  ballot  at  the  .Tanuary  meeting  following. 
When  there  is  more  than  one  candidate  for 
the  same  office  it  shall  require  a  majority  of 
all  votes  cast  to  elect,  and  when  there  are 
more  than  two  candidates  for  the  same  office 
the  one  receiving  the  least  number  of  votes 
on  each  ballot  shall  be  dropped  until  an  elec- 
tion is  had.  Ordinary,  Life  and  Honorary 
members  onlv  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  or  be 
elected  to  office. 

13.  Should  any  office  become  vacant  by 
resignation  or  otherwise,  such  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  nomination  and  election  at  the 
next   regular  meeting. 


DUTIES    OF    OFFICEES. 

14.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings,  sign  all  official  documents,  counter- 
sign all  cheques,  and  have  the  custody  of  the 
Corporate  Seal  of  the  Society.  He  shall  call 
special  and  general  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  General  Committee. 

lo.  The  Vice-Presidents,  in  the  order  of 
their  seaiority.  shall  assume  the  duties  of  the 
I'resideiit  in  his  absence. 

10.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceed! ligs  of  the  Society,  and  the  Gen 
eral  Committee,  conduct  all  correspondence 
and  sign  all  certificates  of  membership.  He 
shall  keep  an  accurate  Ist  of  the  members, 
receive  all  fees,  subscriptions  and  other 
moneys  of  the  Society  and  pay  them  over  to 
the  Treasurer  at  each  monthly  meeting,  get- 
ting his  receipt  for  same.  He  shall  re,>ort  to 
the  General  Committee  before  each  annual 
meeting  the  names  of  all  members  who  have 
failed  to  pay  their  annual  fees  for  the  past 
year.  He  shall  strike  off  the  membership  roll 
the  names  of  members  who  are  two  years  in 
arrears,  when  so  directed  bj'  the  General 
Committee.  He  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  shall  be  assigned  to  him  by  the 
General  Committee  or  by  the  Society. 

17.  The  Treasurer  shall  deposit  all  Society 
moneys  received  by  him  in  a  chartered  bank, 
approved  of  by  the  General  Committee,  and 
such  account  shall  be  kept  in  the  name  of  the 
Society.  All  cheques  drawn  upon  such  ac- 
count shall  be  sigiied  by  him  and  counter- 
signed by  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  by 
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one  of  the  Vice-Presidents.  The  Treasurer 
shall  rei)ort  to  the  CSeneral  Committee,  before 
the  annual  meeting  and  at  other  times  when 
requested  so  to  do  by  the  President  or  the 
General  Committee,  as  to  all  moneys  received 
and  paid  out  by  him  on  account  of  the  So- 
ciety. 

IS.The  Standard  Bearers  and  Pipers  shall 
perform  such  services  as  shall  be  assigned  to 
them  by  the  General  Committee  or  by  the 
Society. 

19.  The  Auditors  shall  make  an  audit  of 
all  books,  securities,  vouchers  and  documents 
of  the  Society,  and  report  thereon  to  the 
(tetieral  Committee  in  time  to  be  presented 
at  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year. 

20.  The  General  Committee  shall  have  the 
care  and  custody  of  all  the  property  of  the 
Society,  and  all  accounts  shall  be  submitted 
to  it  for  approval  before  [)ayment.  It  shall 
arrange  for  lectures,  musical  and  literary  en- 
tertainments, and  also  for  the  programme  to 
be  given  at  each  monthly  meeting.  It  shall 
also,  when  instructed  by  the  Society,  arrange 
for  and  give  a  Hallowe'en  Dinner  and  a 
Grand  Caledonian  Concert  on  or  about  the 
2oth  day  of  January,  the  birthday  of  the 
Poet,  Robert  Burns.  It  shall  present  a  report 
of  any  special  meetings  held  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Society  as  soon  as  may  be  con- 
venient thereafter.  It  shall  present  a  report 
of  its  proceedings,  and  of  the  general  aflfairs 
of  the  Society,  including  an  account  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  year,  at 
the  annual  meeting  in  January. 

21.  Except  routine  and  uncontrollable   ex- 


penditures.  no  debts  shall  be  incurre<i  or 
moneys  paid  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  without 
the  same  first  having  the  api)roval  of  the  (ien- 
eral  Committep,  and  also  the  approval  of  the 
Hociety  by  a  two-third  affirmative  vote  at  a 
regular  meeting. 

MEETINOS. 

22.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Society, 
except  when  otherwise  decided  by  resolution 
of  the  Society,  shall  be  held  on*  the  second 
Tuesday  of  each  month,  as  to  which  five  days ' 
notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  to  the  mem- 
bers. The  .Tanuary  meeting  shall  be  the  an- 
nual meeting. 

23.  li\e  days'  notice  shall  be  given  in 
writing  of  special  meetings  of  the  Society, 
and  two  days*  notice  in  writing  of  meetings 
of  the  General  Committee. 


QUOBX7M. 

24.  Twelve  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of 
any  '  loeting  of  the  Society,  and  five  shall 
constitute  a  fjuorum  of  a  meeting  of  the 
fiieneral  Tommittee. 


CONCERTS,  DINNERS,  GATHERINGS, 
GAMES.    ETC 

25.  The  Hallowe'en  Dinner,  Grand  Cale- 
donian ('oncert.  the  Anndal  Gathering  or 
Kxcursion  shall  be  held  respectively  on  such 
dates  and  at  such  places  as  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Society  may  decide  upon  at 
a  regular  meeting,  after  the  same  has  been 
reported  upon  by  the  General  Committee. 
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BADGE. 

26.  The  I)a<lge  of  the  Society  shall  bo  a 
j?roup  of  SVotch  Thistles  with  the  motto 
"  N'enio  me  impune  lacessit.  " 

AMENDMENTS. 

27.  This  Constitution  and  Rules  of  Order 
may  he  amended  at  any  regular  or  special 
meeetiiig  of  the  Society  by  a  two-thirds  vote, 
provided  that  notice  shall  have  been  given 
of  the  proposed  amendments  at  a  previous 
M'eetinj;,  and  provided  further  that  such  pro- 
posed aniendments  shall  have  first  been  re- 
ported ui>on  by  the  General  'Committee. 


RULES    OF    OBDEB. 

1.  All  motions  must  be  in  writing,  and  shall 
contain  the  names  of  the  mover  and  seconder, 
and  must  be  read  by  the  presiding  officer  be- 
fore being  discussed".  Notices  of  motion  must 
also  be  in  writing. 

2.  Reports  of  all  committees  must  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  tiie  Chairman  thereof. 

3.  No  member  shall  speak  on  a  subject 
more  than  once,  except  the  introducer  of  the 
subject,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  reply;  every 
member,  however,  shall  have  the  right  of  ex- 
planation, subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
chair. 

4.  When  a  motion  has  been  finally  put  to 
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the  meeting  by  the  chairman,  all  discussion 
thereon  shall  be  closed. 

').  The  meeting  shall  appoint  scrutineers 
wlien  a  ballot  is  required. 

(i.  livery  member,  while  speakin;^,  shall  ad- 
dross  the  chair,  and  the  members  shall  not 
interrupt  the  speaker  by  conversation  or 
otherwise. 

7.  Points  of  order  not  provided  for  herein 
shall  be  governed  by  Canadian  Parliamentary 
Rules.
